Aving received Order to appeare at the 
Hl of your Houſe to-hear the Charg 
againſt me of high Treaſon, high Crimes,and 
other Miſdemeanours, which he conceived 
brought him in queſtion for his life , hee 
thought good to make his plea why he con- 
ceived hee ought not to be tryed before the 
Lords, but by way of Inditemenrt' in the 
Kings Bench, where he might betried by his 
Equals, and pleaded Magna Charta and the Pe- 
rition of Right, alledging that as he. was a 
freeborn Mubject,and lately a Member of the 
Houſe of Commons he ought not to be tryed:

N Saturday laſt LA 5. of February(ac- 
(Dconding to the Order before raentio- 
ned) ' Sir John Maynard was brought to. the 
Lords Houle, and after they were fate he 
was called in, to hear his Charge and to plead 
for himiſelfe, and when he'came to the Barre 
he carried himſelfe | very.obſtinatly,) refuling 
either to hear what was char ged againit him 
Or plead thereunto, and belides other ſtrange 
carriages. and ſpcec he es, He pleaded thar hee 
ought to be tried at the Kings Bench by 1 
Jury of 12 ren of his Country, ec. Here- 
uporthe was commanded to withdraw, and 
divers Members: of the Houſe of Commons 
came up to maintaine the Charge againſt 
bim;and two of the Judges/one of the Kings 
Bench, and. another. of the Common Plea 
then Cicting) were ſent for to declare their 0- 
pinions in that bulineſſe and aſt their 
Lordſhips, and after debate thereof Sir Johx 
was called into:thz Houfe againe, and leveral 
Votes and Orders paſſed, concerning him to:
